A chilled tomato is not a tasty 
tomato. Once the fruit reaches 
a temperature of about 39°F, 
the chemical compounds that 
give it its smell and taste begin 
to break down, causing it to 
become bland and mealy, says 
Kristen Quito, chef at Le Verdure, 
the vegetable-centric restaurant 
in New York City’s Eataly food 
market. Too-low temps can 
also stop a tomato from fully 
ripening. To guarantee your 
salads and tomato-based dishes 
always taste delish, store the 
produce on the counter at room 
temperature. It should last there 
for four to six days.

Do so and you nnay be lathering more than just body wash onto your 
skin. While those spongy poufs make great exfoliators, they also make 
a cozy home for bacteria, says Heidi Waldorf, M.D., director of laser 
and cosmetic dermatology at The Mount Sinai Medical Center. The 
problem, says Dr. Waldorf, is that loofahs never completely dry out— 
and a wet environment attracts bacteria. When the bacteria interact 
with your skin, it can lead to bumpy, uncomfortable infections, such 
as folliculitis and impetigo. To keep your skin looking its best, use a 
synthetic loofah, and machine-wash it weekly in a hot-water cycle. If 
you prefer a natural loofah, spring for a new one each month.

Don’t rev up that chain saw just yet. First check 
with a local attorney specializing in property 
law, since restrictions on how to handle this 
type of issue vary by state. “F^eople think they 
have a right to cut branches that encroach on 
their property, but that’s not the law,” says Barri 
Kaplan Bonapart, an attorney in California and 
author of Understanding Tree Law. Try chatting 
with your neighbor to hash out the problem. If 
that doesn’t work, have a licensed, bonded, and 
insured tree-care company assess the situation, 
then inform your neighbor of your plan. Just 
take care not to trespass on your neighbor’s 
property or damage the tree! which coujld lead 
to a several-thousand-dollar fine.

In some cases it’s worth waiting 30 minutes after chowing 
down. If you have a heavy meal before engaging in a particularly 
vigorous swim, you could end up with stomach cramps, nausea, or 
acid reflux, says Roshini Raj, M.D., a gastroenterologist and clinical 
associate professor of medicine at NYU School of Medicine. “You’re 
most likely to feel uncomfortable if the food is high in fat or protein, 
like a hero sandwich with chips, because those take longer to digest,” 
she says.

...to swat at a bee? 

Keep your hands to yourself. While a bee would rather fly away 
from you than attack you, that can change if you swat at it, says 
Robbin Thorp, Ph.D., professor enneritus of entonnology at the 
University of California, Davis. It’s possible a bee would see this 
as a threat and defend itself by stinging you. To save yourself the 
pain, says Thorp, cainniy walk away or take shelter from any bee 
that gets too close for comfort. You know, buzz off. 



...to take a 

^ower during a 
thunderstorm? 

Shocker: You actually can get struck by lightning in 
the shower. It’s incredibly rare— struckbylightning 
.org, a nonprofit that keeps track of lightning 
strikes, lists just nine incidents since 2004— but if 
a bolt of lightning strikes your house, the resulting 
surge of electricity will most likely follow either the 
plumbing or the wiring to the ground. If it takes 
the plumbing path, the voltage can jump from 
your showerhead to you, says John Jensenius, 
lightning safety specialist for the National Weather 
Service. That could lead to a painful jolt or, worst- 
case scenario, stop your heart. So wait until the 
storm has passed to bathe, and avoid other watery 
activities like washing dishes.

...to leave the AC on while you’re 
away for the weekend? 

It depends how you feel about wasting money. According to the 
Environmental Protection Agency, the average American household 
spends $240 per year on home cooling. So turning the air conditioner 
off for 48 hours (or more) can save a few bucks. To keep your pad from 
broiling while you’re gone, close the blinds and curtains, suggests Meg 
Waltner, manager for building energy policy for the Natural Resources 
Defense Council. If you don’t want to shut the AC off completely, crank 
up the temp by seven degrees or more. “That will save energy— and 
you won’t be sweating when you return home,’’ says Waltner.

...paint your house, reseed your lawn, even grocery shop! 


...clean your gutters 

BEST; Early spring and late fall, after the leaves have 
finished falling fronn nearby trees. Clearing gutters twice a 
year prevents built-up debris, such as sticks and bird and 
animal nests, from weighing down the gutters. 

WORST: Early fall, before all the leaves have turned and 
fallen. Also, put off this chore when the ground is wet or 
slippery, which makes using a ladder unsafe. 





...get your 
inspected 

BEST: Spring, when business in the fie 
is slow. Companies might offer discounted 
services this time of year, and you’ll have 
several months to get repairs done before 
the cold weather returns. 

WORST: The fall. Chimney pros’ busy 
season hits as summer winds down, 
meaning it could take weeks to get one 
to your house. Even then, freezing temps 
and snow could delay repairs. 


...paint your house’s exterior 

BEST: On a dry day when the forecast calls for a 
temperature between 50°F and 95°F and it won’t dip below 
freezing at night— usually early summer. 

WORST: When it’s about to rain, humid, or chilly— below 
50°F during the day and 32°F at night. Avoid wind too. It 
makes being on a ladder difficult and potentially dangerous. 


...pave your driveway 

BEST: Early summer through early fall, 
when the ground is fully thawed out and 
can be tightly packed to create a smooth 
surface for pavers or asphalt. If you’re using 
asphalt, pave when you’re not expecting 
guests— the surface has to dry for 48 to 72 
hours before you can drive on it. 

WORST: Spring, when the weather is 
typically wet and the ground may still be 
partially frozen, which could cause lumps 
in the driveway’s foundation.

SLOW COOKER Lifting the lid 
on a slow cooker while it’s 
working is tempting, but even 
a fast look-see interrupts the 
cooking process by letting 
steam escape. How inefficient 
is a quick glance? For each 
peek, you’ll need to add 15 
minutes to the total cook time. 


REFRIGERATOR You’re wasting moolah if 
you’re not de-griming your fridge’s gasket, 
the rubber seal around the door. A gasket 
gunked up with food and liquid spills 
compromises the airtight seal, forcing the 
fridge to use more electricity to keep the 
inside cool. Clean the gasket with soap 
and warm water regularly, and replace it if 
you see cracks, warps, or tears. 


VACUUM A vacuum 
with a rapidly spinning 
brush roller often 
falls victim to human 
and animal hair. Long 
strands coil python- 
like around the rollers, 
flattening the brushes 
and jamming the 
turning mechanism. 

The result: The machine 
can no longer pull in 
debris effectively, and 
the agitator belt might 
die. Head off trouble by 
periodically removing 
the brush roller and 
snipping hair with 
scissors or tearing it 
out with a seam ripper.

ELECTRIC TOOTHBRUSH 

The slightly slower vibration 
you feel every 30 seconds? 
It’s a tinner to help you be 
a better brusher. When 
you feel it, move on to 
a different part of your 
mouth. After the dentist- 
recommended two minutes 
of brushing, some models 
will buzz or shut off. 






TELEVISION Start watching that brand-new TV 
without calibrating it and you’re probably not 
getting the best picture quality. You can adjust 
variables like color, brightness, contrast, and 
sharpness yourself (check the manual for how- 
tos), or you can hire someone from the store 
where you purchased the TV to help. 


TOASTER Ignoring the setting dial— the knob 
with numbers that fine-tunes how light or dark 
the bread gets— can leave you with consistently 
under- or overdone toast. Change the setting 
based on not only the thickness of the bread 
but also the freshness: Turn the dial lower for 
slightly stale bread and higher for fresh slices. 


DISHWASHER Chances are 
it’s an operator error if the 
dishes on the top don’t get 
clean. That’s because in 
most dishwashers, the main 
spray arm is located under 
the bottom rack. Cover it 
with a pot or a bowl and 
the water jets get blocked. 
The solution: Tuck large 
dishes and cookware in the 
corners or off to the sides, 
and check the manual for 
loading suggestions specific 
to your model. 


WASHING MACHINE When you shut the door of a 
front-loader washing machine between loads, 
moisture can get trapped inside the drum and 
the door seal. The damp, dark atmosphere 
can result in a musty smell— or mold. Prevent 
mildew and odor by leaving the door wide 
open after every wash so the drum dries out. 
Help it along by wiping down the door, drum, 
and door seal with a dry rag after each use.

Once a year, clean out the entire venting system all the 
way to the exterior ductwork, or hire a pro to help.

BLENDER Some high- 
performance blenders 
with professional-level 
motors and powerful 
blades can pulverize 
ice and frosty berries 
for years. But not all 
blenders can withstand 
the stress. If you’re 
crushing rock-hard 
frozen stuff regularly, 
invest in a model with at 
least 1,400 watts rather 
than the typical 500. 


OVEN It’s a shocker to owners of newer models, but 
lining an oven’s bottom with foil (which can fuse to the 
interior) and spraying the inside with oven cleaner 
(which could ruin the porcelain) are no-nos. Doing 
either or both can void your warranty, something 
manufacturers usually spell out in the manual. Skip 
over that info and you’ll pay the repair bills yourself. 


IRON Ironing wrinkles out of 
cotton, linen, and denim is 
easier and faster when the 
fabric is slightly moistened. If 
the clothing you’re pressing 
is bone-dry, hit the steam 
button to dampen the fibers, 
which causes them to relax. 
Fill the water reservoir at least 
halfway so you don’t have to 
refill between garments— and 
if there’s H 2 O left over, empty 
it to prevent mineral buildup.

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Qsm flower 

It looks delicate, but this Australia native effortlessly 
shrugs off extreme temps and humidity, sprouting 
purple, periwinkle, or white flowers all summer. Let its 
trailing stems cascade from a container or spread as 
ground cover in areas with full sun to partial shade. 
Usually grown as an annual, fan flower requires only 
moderate watering during even the hottest days. 


periwinkle 

This tiny annual flourishes in full sun, scorching heat, and 
average soil and requires little watering. Plant seedlings 
in early summer for vibrant pink, red, or lavender 
blooms until frost. Try one of the trailing Mediterranean 
varieties in a hanging basket or in a border. While easy 
to grow, the plant can develop fungus, so clean up 
dead leaves, and don’t overwater.* 


mexican 

sunflower 


globe 

^Buaranth 

No rain? No problem for this annual, 
which happily grows in desert-like 
weather. Plant it in spring and you’ll 
see tall pom-pom-shaped blooms 
in purple, pink, red, or white into fall. 
Bonus: Birds love it.* 


This cheery annual puts out 
daisy-like flowers in orange, red, 
or yellow that bees and butterflies 
love. It’s easy to start from seed. 

If you plant a large variety, just 
make sure to give them space— 
and be prepared to stake them 
if they become unruly. Mexican 
sunflower thrives in full sun all 
summer long and is very drought- 
tolerant once it gets going.* 


lantana 

Perfect for sunbaked spots, this no-fail butterfly- 
baiting annual (which is a perennial in areas 
that don’t get frost) packs a ton of color in each 
cluster of tiny flowers. It comes in vivid shades 
of pink, orange, yellow, coral, purple, and red, 
and it’s often two- or three-toned. Plant it in 
early summer and it will bloom until frost.* 
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buttep daisy 

Gardeners love this yellow star-shaped annual as much as birds, 
bees, and butterflies do for good reason: All it needs is full sun 
and regular watering until it’s established (about six weeks), 
then it can survive drought. It’s also deer-resistant, making it a 
smart choice for flower beds in areas with a lot of wildlife.* 


blanket flowep

cockscomb 

This velvety-looking 
annual requires hardly any 
attention— or water— once 
established as long as it’s 
planted in an area with full 
sun. Find it in a variety of 
shapes and a spectrum 
of fiery shades, including 
gold, tangerine, scarlet, and 
magenta. Grow it from seed 
or seedlings for electric 
color well into the fall. 


This perennial sprouts frilly flowers in orange, yellow, 
or red (or a combo of the three) from summer into 
fall. Dwarf varieties grow on bushy lO-to-12-inch-tall 
plants; bigger varieties reach 24 to 30 inches. Plant it 
from seed or try seedlings in beds or pots.* 

phlox intcnsia 

If you want to up the wow factor in your yard, 
plant this heat-loving annual. It attracts butterflies, 
tolerates drought, doesn’t mind humidity, and 
provides pretty white, pink, or purple blooms from 
summer until your area’s first frost. It grows to only 
about a foot tall, but it spreads in the sun, making it 
perfect for filling in containers or flower beds.* 


This icon IDs plants that are naturally adapted to dry, 
arid conditions. That nneans once they’re established, 
they can live through long periods— up to an entire 
season— without significant amounts of water.
